WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—(/P>— 
The' administration advised Con- 
gress today the proposed $940,000,- 
000 in new aid to Britain is a "tight 
fit"—the absolute minimum need- 
ed. 


"Any reduction in It," declared 
Paul Hoffman, head of the eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration, 
"would adversely affect continued 
recovery in both the United King- 
dom and Western Europe." 


He and a group of advisers from 
various .branches of the govern- 
ment appeared before the senate 
foreign relations committee as the 
aftermath of a trans-Atlantio dis- 
cussion of the state of Britain's 
economic health. 


Because of varying official state- 
ments as to how far she has re- 
covered from the strains of war, 
the committee called in Hoffman 
to justify .Britain's share<*of the 
new $5,580,000,000 European Re- 
covery Program. 


That was the sole purpose of to- 
day's 'hearings. 


The question of cutting the Brit- 
ish program by at least $200,000,- 
000 had been explored. Hoffman 
said., , 
.- 


He not only pictured the adverse 
effect he said It would have on 
the British economy but also de- 
tailed how it might cut into Unit- 
ed States' exports In cotton, foods, 
tobacco, and industrial goods. 


Hoffman expressed serious con- 
cern lest British progress be re- 
versed and a "stultifying and gen- 
erally demoralizing Influence on 
the whole pace and vigor of Brit- 
ish .recovery" be substituted. 


In describing the $940,000,000 as 
the "absolute minimum" -Hofman 
said the program it would confer 
had been screened not only by the 
British, and the Economic Cooper- 
ation Administration, but also by 
the state, treasury, agriculture and 
commerce departments.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Feb. 


Five more Protestant churchmen 
pleaded guilty today In Bulgaria's 
spy trial. 


By the end of the day's session, 
eight In all had 
entered 
guilty 
pleas. Seven 
others still must 
plead. All who pleaded guilty went 
through the now familiar routine, 
denouncing themselves, expressing 
repuntence and pleading for a new 
chance to work for the Communist- 
controlled government. 
All cald they had seen the error 


of their ways in their opposition 
to Communism, All of them told 
the court that the secret security 
who took their

ted States had displayed a "sur- 
prisingly noble attitude." 
The first to take the stand to- 
day was the Rev. Georgl Chernov, 
48, a balding Pentecostal pastor. 
He lost no time In pleading guilty, 
as the first three had done.

him on the stand, he launched into 
a long public confession of espion- 
age for United States and Britain 
Chernov had written a 250-page 
"confession" 
while

longest preliminary deposition tak- 
en from any of the defendants. All 
are charged with treason, spying 
ana Mack Market •uaey aealjngs. 


ChernoV said he had been order- 
ed to 'collect' espionage by Cyril 
Black, former U. S. political mis- 
sion secretary here.

Princeton University, has denied 
the charges made by the Commun- 
ist-dominated 
Bulgarian

some 9t the.Americans and Brit-

Conviction Upset 
By Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 


The supreme court today threw 
out a navy court martaiai convic- 
tion of Harold E. Hlrshberg on a 
charge ,of striking two fellow pris- 
oners in Japanese prison camps. 


Hlrshberg was sentenced to ten 


monhs' confinement, to reduction 
from chief signalman to the rat- 
Ing of apprentice seaman, and 
to 


dishonorable discharge. 
Justice Black delivered th« un- 


animous" decision. 
Hlrshberg's appeal to the su- 


preme court questioned the au- 
thority of the navy court to try 
him. 
HQ was honorably dlscharg- 


ed afer his return from the Orient 


to New York. H« re-enlisted the 
next day. Eleven months later ht 
was served with the charget en 
which h« was tried by court mar- 
tial.His appeal was from a decision 
by the U. S- circuit court In N»w 
York City which upheld thi eon. 
vlctlons.

forces on Corregidor surrendered 
t0 the Japanese in May, 1B42. H« 
remained 
a prisoner

He also 
failed to mention that th« state 
would contribute more than $40,- 
000,000 to the school districts in 
Texas over and above the amount 
now spent by the state." 


Nokes went on to say that the 
schools would get $100 more per 
teacher each yean *°r school main- 
tenance, that rural schools would 
have nurses and other needed per- 
sonnel now available only to urban 
districts.
